The Fost-Dispatch herewith presents facts 
concerning the manner in which the Central 
Traction bill] was passed over th: mayor's 
veto.

There were frequent 
champagne suppers, distributions of cigars, 
etc. This “jellying’’ was not enough for 
the members of the House of. Delegates

Now comes the introduction of the Cen- 
Traction bill, having behind it, as 
stated. above, men of great. influ- 
ence. The Post-Dispatch knows that 
those men whose names have been printed 
as being at the head of the Central Traction 
bill only have a minor interest. The Post- 
Dispatch knows who the true promoters 
are, and, when the facts are revealed, St. 
Luuisuns will be astonished to ascertain 
who really have seized control of this city.

Interested in Project. 


MEETING TO DISCUSS SCHEME 


REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
ROADS WILL ASSEMBLE HERB. 


Expect to Agree Upon Special Rate 
and Hope to Divert the Tide of 
Immigration From the 
Northwest. 


A concerted plan to colonize the great 
Southwest is being actively projected by 
the Frisco, Miasour! Pacific, Iron 
Mountain, M., K. & T., Cotton Belt, Rock 
Island and Santa Fe railway systems, and 
representatives of each will be pregent at 
& meeting to be held in this city tn a few 
Gays, when the details of the project are to 
be arranged. 

When the arrangements are completed, 
it is said, hundreds of thousands of home- 
seekers will pour into the great Southwest 
tapped by these railway systems, and it is 
anticipated that to promote the colonization 
scheme one fare for the round trip, or even 
one cent a mile rate, will be proffered. 

Bryan Snyder, passenger traffic mana- 
ger of the Frisco, fathered the present pro- 
ject and began, three years ago, to Iinter- 
est representatives of other railways in 
the movement. 

The Santa Fe and Rock Island were the 
first to be enlisted, as they are said to 
have recognized that it was more to their 
interest to colonize the SouthWest with 
its rich mineral and agricultural fields 
than the Northwest. 

Mr. Snyder returned Friday from the 
East, where he has been in coffference 
With high officials of the various systems 
named. 

Concerning the colonization project, 
said among other things: 

“This meeting to be held in St. Louis 
fg expected to turn the trend of immigra- 
tion from the Northwest and Pacific coast 
to the great Southwest, of which St. Louis 
fe the natural gateway. 

“An effort will also be made to influence 
traffic through this gateway from the 
central and southern portions of Europe.”

SOME ARE TO BE FRAMED 


ALL WERE WOVEN BY PERSIANS 
FOUR CENTURIES AGO. 


Order From Rich Italians Was for One 
Hundred and the Weavers 
Made No More of Them.

NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—Senator Clark of 
Montana has casually bought a few rugs 
for $250,000. 

In art circles, where there has been some 


inkiing of the affair, the purchase {is lookcd 
upun as one of the most remarkable events 
that recently has taken place in art mat- 
ters here. 

The sale has been kept very quiet, because 
it was made in private by a house which 
prefa.s to be known only as selling fainous 
art collections at auction. There probably 
are not more than a dozen rugs in the cpl- 
lection, so that the purchase price makes 
an average of nearly 821,00 each. 

Some of these rugs are of such wonderful 
weave and go beautiful that in Senator 
Clark's new palace-like home in this city 
they will be put under glass and framed 
like rare old mas‘as. “This was done by 
the late Henry G. Marquand with a few 
similar rugs which he owned. 

Such prices as were paid by Senator Clark 
may »e a surprise to the public, and even 
to the general art connolsseur, but tiley are 
not to tho specialist in rugs. One of these 
samples known to be in J.ondon is valucd 
at 000. Mr. Yerkes owns one for which 
he paid $40,000. 

frederick W. Vanderbilt, P. A. B. Wide- 
ner and Thomas B. Clarke are other Amer- 
icans who own specimens of these wonder- 
ful products of Persia. 

All! told. there are not in the whole 
world more than 100 rugs of the kind which 
Senator Clark has bought, and they are as 
carefully located by dealers and amateur 
connoisseurs as paintings by Raphael, Ti- 
tian. Rembrandt or any other of the great 
mastcrs. 

Connolsseurs will not be in the jeast sur- 
prised atthe price paid by Senator Clark, 
for these are some of so-called ‘‘polonaise’”’ 
ruge made to order by Persian artists for 
Itallan customers in the sixteenth and sev- 
enteenth centuries. 

Tnese artists came to Italy with their 
goods, but the Italians did not like the pat- 
terns, and, taking the weavers to their 
palaces, pointed to the claborate lhlarge scroll 
patterns of the ceiling decorations, as what 
thev wanted. 

The Persians booked about 100 crders from 
wealthy Italians and filled them after re- 
turning to their own country But they 
made no more like them, for they did not 
care for them themselves, preferring their 
native oriental patterns. ’ 

The rugs found their way ont of vorivate 
possessions ‘nto churches of Italy, Spain 
and Portugal, from where most of those in 
Senator Clark's ccllection have come. 

The rues are marvels of effects in rose, 
green and white, and simply inimitable in 
the exquisiteness of their weave

Secretary Shaw Comes to Re- 
lief of Money Market, 


ARRANGEMENTS WITH BANKS 


MONEY WILL BE EXCHANGED 
FOR GOVERNMENT BONDS. 


The Head of the Treasury Says There 
Is No Occasion for Alarm, as He 
Does Not Anticipate a Cur- 
rency Famine. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Secretary Shaw 
today issued the following statement: 
Secretary Shaw has made. arrangements 
to release about $4,000,000 of the treasury 
holdings. He has had a lst prepared of 
those national banks throughout the coun- 
try which held free or pledged bonds at 
the date of their last report and has made 
inquiries for others. After making allow- 
ance for changed conditions since last re- 
port, he expects this will release at least 
$1,000,000. He has sent notice to all such 
that if they will send these bonds to the 
treasurer ot the United States in sums of 
$50,000 or more, they will be designated as 
temporary depositaries, and the face value 
6f the bonds will be deposited with them 
to the credit of the treasurer of the United 
States. He has pursued this course in 
preference to designating depositaries in 
the ordinary way, which compels them to 
bity bonds in the market at a large premi- 
um, thus paying out more for the bonds 
than they get from the government. The 
customs receipts are extreme y heavy at 
this season of the year and the tash bal- 
ance of the treasurer has been gradual- 
ly increasing. 

He has also decided to anticipate the Oc- 
tober interest, amounting to about $4,200,™, 
and with this In view orders have beer - 
sued to the various subtreasuries to cas 
such coupons as may be presented them fo 
payment, and the treasurer of the Unite 
States has been instructed to mail checks 
for interest on the registered bonds. 
this was decided upon some days ago, and 
lettexs and te.egrams prepared for today. 

The secretary sees in present condit.ons 
no occasion for alarm. He calls attention 
to the fact that there is no evidence of a 
currency famine, prospective or present, 
elsewhere than in New York, and even 
there the rate is not high for commercial 
and for commercial paper he has 
the greater solicitude. He is well satisfied 
with his efforts to increase circulation 
which he decided upon in the early sum- 
mer, when present conditions plainly vis!- 
ble, and has the presses busy preparing to

pect, but which he thinks it is wise to pro- 
vide against. 

Thus far, he has made requests only of 
such banks as hoid large deposits, and 
have very little circulation, and he is not 
asking these to increase to the maximum, 
nor to increase at all for the present. He 
does not desire to force the banks into 
the market to buy bonds at a rate higher 
than the government is willing to pay. He 
does desire to make the best possible use of 
the free bonds now held by the banks. In- 
cidentally he likes to encourage banks. to 
hold free bonds during the aull months, be- 
lieving it is much better to hold bonds that 
yield half per cent even than to make call 
loans at 2 per cent. He is, therefore, giv- 
ing the banks that hold these free bonds 
an opportunity to use them to most ex- 
cellent advantage. This method, if pur- 
suei, by the banks, would give a slight 
element of elasticity to our otherwise in- 
elustic currency system.

Five Hundred Men Fighting the Fire 
With Jets of Steam From Many 
Boilers, but the Task Is 
a Hard One. 


BEAUMONT, Tex., Sept. 13.—One acre of 
Spindle Top Heights in the great Beaumont 
oll field is q@ seething mass of flames and 
stifling smoke. The fire is under control so 
long as the wind con inues from the north- 
east, fanning the flames away from the 
hill. Thirty-five or forty derricks have 
been razed to the earth in the Keith-Ward 
tract. Across the avenue, the mammoth 
37,500 barrel tank of the Higgins’ people is 
on fire, but the oil is being drawn from the 
bottom, and taken away, which will even- 
tually starve out the fire. The great Texas 
Flora gusher is ablaze, sending flames ws 
feet into the air. The Wood well is on 
fire. Several smaller tanks are burning, it 
being impessible to tell just how many. 
What the total loss will be is only conject- 
ural. Some place it at $250,000, while others 
think it will be greater. The actual de- 
struction of machinery will be enormous. 
Fhe Higgins Oil and Fuel Co. are possibly 
the heaviest losers. Jacobs-Ward are the 
large sufferers. Two wells of the Rocky 
Sharpe concern have been burned. 

Stribling, the 
Flora-Texas Oil Bryce & Parker, 
the Horseshoe Oil a .
